Founder of West Virginia Town Ex­ 
pires at Flushing, L. I. 
Now York. Fob. 7.—Joseph Bram- 
weil, who is said to have am assed a 
fortune in the cotton trade by running 
the blockade o f southern ports during 
the civil war, died at his home in 
Flushing, L o n g Island, age 89.
